The hearing for the injunc¬ 
tion, the first step toward a 
review of the board’s decision 
to close Niagara District 
Secondary School, took place 
last week, but the Friends 
were still waiting for a deci¬ 
sion at press time. 

The grant will help cover 
the financial contributions of 
those who personally invested 
in the cost of the court case. 

There was some concern 
expressed that if the court 
allows the injunction, there 
could be more requests for 
funding. However, die polled 
vote was unanimous 
approval.

When Pastor Herman 
preached his last sermon 
Sunday, it was to a full house. 

He expects he will be back 
in the pulpit of the non- 
denominational Village 
Bible Church, but not as sen¬ 
ior pastor of the parish he 
helped establish about 12 
years ago, which then met at 
Parliament Oak School in the 
Old Town. 

Herman Neufeld and his 
wife Kathy had been asked to 
lead an flock of mixed reli¬ 
gious backgrounds that 


would include “those who 
had turned away from the 
church, and those who were 
hurting,” he said. 

It was not an attempt to 
compete with other church¬ 
es or draw people away from 
established congregations, 
but to reach out to those who 
for some reason had left the 
church, he said. 

And that’s exactly what the 
Village Bible Church accom¬ 
plished. 

“A lot of people have come 
back, and of those, some 
have been healed and left. 
We have an interesting mix of 
people. It's like a big drop-in 

He didn’t know what the 
future would hold when he 
left Orchard Park Bible 
Church in 1997, where he 
was an assistant pastor. 

But the future, for Neufeld, 
has a way of working out. 
Beginning when he was a 
teen, and at several cross¬ 


roads in his life, there 
occurred what some might 

and others might see as mir¬ 
acles. Neufeld explains co¬ 
incidence this way: “some¬ 
thing that happens when 
God isn’t taking credit for it. I 
like that definition. My belief 
is God was answering my 
prayers.” 

Neufeld was the 10th child 
of 10, an A student, but one 
who couldn’t speak in class. 

He stuttered terribly, and 
was frequently the butt of 
cruel teasing. He could sing 
in the choir, he could even 
act in his high school plays, 
but was too embarrassed to 

At 19, when faced with giv¬ 
ing testimony for his baptism 
at Cornerstone Church, his 
mother convinced him that if 
he Just started talking, God 
would look after him. 

He did, he said, “and as I 
gave my testimony, the 


works started flowing like 
water, and I found I loved 
speaking.” 

Once he was through 
school—he spent four years 
at Eden Christian College 
and then took his final year 
at Niagara District 
Secondary School—he 
needed a job. His parents 
were fruit farmers, but with 
older brothers, there was no 
room for him on the farm. 

He tried accounting, but it 
wasn't for him. Then he saw 
an advertisement for a tech¬ 
nician at the research station 
in Vineland, and with his 
background in agriculture, it 
was a perfect fit 

"That was my training 
ground for the ministry. My 
lab became a drop-in centre. 
When people needed advice 
they would come to me, even 
though we were far apart 
spiritually.”

But it was years before he 
was ready to move on to the 
next chapter in his life, and 
again, although it seemed 
like co-incidence, Neufeld 
knew he was being called. 

He and Kathy were mem¬ 
bers of Orchard Park, where 
he was occasionally asked to 
speak. At home flat on his 
back one day —off work from 
the research station with 
back problems that had put 
him there several times—he 
was studying his bible, and 
while reading a specific pas¬ 
sage about the prophet 
leremiah being called, 
Neufeld felt it was also his 
calling to preach he was read¬ 
ing about. 

"It scared me,” he said. “I 
didn’t know what I was sup¬ 
posed to do with it” 

Shortly after, he was called 
by the pastor at Orchard Park, 
who asked him to come on 

"I said yes. I didn’t need to 
think about it—I’d been 
wrestling with it for more 
than a month.” 

It was the right decision, he 
said—he’s never looked back 

“It was never just a job. You 
have to be on call for people 
all the time, so you’d better 
'be called.’ You’d better have a 
passion for what you do.” 

He left Orchard Park in 
1997, knowing only that he 
didn’t want to leave NOTL— 
he and Kathy were both bom 
here—and the following 
spring, after being 
approached by some local 
couples who had a vision for 
a new church, began preach¬ 
ing at the Village Bible 
Church. 

Since then, another prayer 
was answered, with the suc¬ 
cessful partnership with Rev. 
Paul Shobridge at St. Davids 
Presbyterian Church. Village 
Bible shares the building, fol¬ 
lowing the Presbyterian serv¬ 


ices, an arrangement that has 
worked out well for both. 

But Neufeld has found the 
time is right to move on to the 
next stage in his life, again 
with the reassurance of 
answered prayers. 

He and Kathy decided in 
lanuary they were ready for 
retirement, but they hadn’t 
shared the news publicly. 

They were leaving for a 
short trip to Mexico, and had 
arranged for a guest speaker 


in their absence, when their 
replacement found he had 
double-booked and wouldn't 
be able to make it. 

“He told us not to worry, he 
would find a replacement. 
But we were worried,” says 
Neufeld. 

However, the young junior 
pastor from Niagara Falls 
who came to speak at Village 
Bible Church loved it, saw the 
growth potential in St. 
Davids, and was ready to 


answer to Neufeld’s prayers, 
for he wanted to retire by 
September, and Greg 
Alderton, who was supported 
100 per cent by the Village 
Bible congregation, was 
available to start in 
September. 

“That’s what made us real¬ 
ly excited, that we went 
through the process and 
knew we had found the right 
person,” says Neufeld. 


“My prayer was that we 
‘trip’ over the right guy, and 
that’s what happened. It was 
all ordained. It was the final 
seal of approval.” 

While Neufeld is retiring 
from the job of senior pastor, 
he and Kathy will stay with 
the church, and he expects he 
will be preaching when they 
are not travelling, which is 
how they hope to spend a 
good portion of their retire¬ 
ment—that and having more 


time to enjoy their grandchil- 

But he is not retiring from 
ministering, he said. He has 
always felt comfortable with 
seniors—likely because of 
the age of his parents and 
other relatives when he came 
along—and will continue as 
chaplain at Chateau Gardens 
and visiting other seniors’ 
homes. 

"This is just the next chap¬ 
ter of my life,” he says.
